An Upland Fire Captain, Don 


Morton, was in the intensive

The fire is belleved to have 
started in a rear clothes’ closet 
and destroyed a large portion 
of the home.

The FBI center is expected to be inlimited operation by Janue 
ary 1967, Initial services to be programed include data on stolen 
automobiles, other identifiable stolen property, and wanted per- 
sons, Other phases will be added as the center develops. The 
goal is an increasing reservoir of scientifically stored data on 
criminal activities, gathered by Federal and local departments,

Teachers Pay 
Compromise 
Is Reached 


The Board of Trustees of 
Upland Schools and the adminis- 
tration reached a compromise 
settlement, Tuesday night, with 
the salary committee of the 
teaching staff in adjusting the 
certificated salary schedule for 
1966-67. 

The increases plus the nor- 


mal increments will total 
$79,800. 
The teacher with a provi- 


sional credential will start at 


$5,366 at step one and could 
advance to $5,859 on Step 5. 
In the Class A bracket, a 


bachelors degree with regular 
credential would start at $5,750 
and at Step 11 could advance to 
$8,250. 

The Class B, Bachelors with 
15 units, starts at$6,100atStep 
1 and ranges to $8,960 at Step 
12, while the Class C, Bache- 
lors with 30 units, starts at 
$6,450 at Step 1 and ranges to 
$9,343 at Step 12. 

A Bachelor’s degree plus 45 
units or a master’s starts at 
$6,800 at Step 1 and the maxti- 
mum is $9,715, 

In the Class E Bracket, the 
first step is $7,150 and Step 
12, the top is $10,120. This re- 
quires a bachelor’s degree with 
60 units including a master’s 
degree, 

It was pointed out that the 
basic structure of the schedule 
remains the same, and that the 
adjusted schedule provides in- 
creases for all personnel, and 
that when the time comes a 
more indexed schedule would 
be submitted for approval.

The San Antonio Hospital has 
been designated the Hospital of 
the Month by Modern Hospital, 
McGraw-Hill publication, 

Esthetic grace inside and out 
help create ‘‘an environment in 
which to get well’’ and add little 
to building costs, said John L, 
Towers, administrator, 

An entrance court witha high- 
rising fountain, a courtyard 
containing a formal garden, and 
generous use of warm colors 
and more than 200 original 
works of art throughout the 
interior are some of the fea- 
tures of the hospital which is 
set against a backdrop of the 
San Gabriel Mountains, 

Despite the five major ad- 
ditions made to the hospital 
since it was opened as a 40 
bed unit in 1924, architects 
have avoided the ‘‘cluttered 
cut-up appearance’’ found in 
some older hospitals. 


Largest and most recent of 
the additions, completed in 
1964, contains 136 beds and 
expanded ancillary services, 
The multi-story building is 
completely modern, yet {t re- 
peats the motif of the older 
buildings’ missionestyle de- 
sign, creating architectural 
unity. 


Service areas, whichare con- 
centrated on the addition’s first 
floor, include a physical therapy 
department, pharmacy, and 
radiology and pathology depart. 
ments. 

The second floor has a Te 
shaped layout witha 26 bed pedi- 
atric unit in the leg anda 55 bed 
medical-surgical unit in the top 
of the T. The third floor houses 
a duplicate medical-surgical 
unit. 


Careful attention has been 
paid to each room’s decor with 
colors and furnishings chosen 
to promote a cheerful atmos- 
phere for the patient. A focal 
point of each room is an origi- 
nal work of art, provided 
through a program estimated 
by the former administrator 
of the hospital. 

The story as appearing in 
‘*Modern Hospital’’ follows: 


Esthetic grace notes inside 
and out help create ‘‘an envi- 
ronment in which to get well” 
and add little to building costs, 
says John L, Towers, adminis- 
trator of the 283 bed San Ane 
tonio Community Hospital, Up- 
land, Calif. -- the hospital of 
the month. 

An entrance court with a 
high-rising fountain, a court- 
yard containing a formal gar- 
den, and generous use of warm 
colors and more than 200 origi- 
nal works of art throughout the 
interior are some of the fea- 
tures of the hospital which is 
located on a 25 acre site, set 
against a backdrop of the San 
Gabriel Mountains. 


DESPITE THE FIVE major 
additions made to the hospital 
since it was opened as a 40 
bed unit in 1924, architects 
have avoided the ‘ ‘cluttered cut- 
up appearance’’ found in some 
older hospitals and their de} 
sign has proved to be ‘very 
workable” from a functional 
standpoint, according to Mr, 
Towers. 

Largest and most recent of 
the additions, completed in 
1964, contains 136 beds and 
expanded ancillary services, 
Included in this project -- which 
was recommended by The Moe 
dern Hospital’s panel of con- 
Sultants -- was a major re- 
modeling and redevelopment 
plan, still under way for the 
older parts of the hospital. 

WHEN PLANNING of the new, 
multi-story addition was begun, 
it was evident the one-story 
California mission-style design 
of the existing hospital could 
not be followed. 

"A fenestrated, solid wall 
concept was chosen with a post 
and flat arch motif being used 
extensively on the first floor 
and in areas other than those 
utilized for patients,’’ accord- 
ing the the architects. ‘‘Some- 
times the motif {ts used as a 
loggia, other times being 
screened with windows behind. 
The general over-all feeling of 
the addition, while completely 
modern in aspect, recalls the 
Mediterranean penetrated wall 
concept.’ 

The building’s smooth white 
plaster exterior, decorative 
masonry screening for the fire 
stairs, and specially designed 
metal window awnings also add 
to the Mediterranean motif, 
which helps provide architec. 
tural unity with older parts of 
the hospital. 

Patients and visitors using 
the main entrance of the 109,- 
000 square foot building pass 
by a landscaped entrance court 
with large trees, seating anda 


high-rise fountain. ‘‘This puts 
them at ease,’ says the 
administrator, ‘‘and sets the 


tone for the hospital,’’ which 
Seeks to de-emphasize the typi- 
eal clinical and institutionalas- 
pects of such a facility. 

THE LOBBY’S FURNISH. 
INGS, including contemporary 
and Spanish furniture and an 
original enamel-on-copper art 
work, are complemented by 4 
dark green quarry tile floor and 
help provide a warm, informal 


atmosphere, 

When the addition was planned 
traffic patterns throughout the 
hospital were carefully studied 
with the result that there is no 
cross-traffic pattern of service 
personnel and visitors, Visitors 
may go directly from the lobby 
to any patient areas anda sepa. 
Tate entrance, controlled by a 
central reception area, serves 
outpatients. 


A carpeted waiting room off 
the lobby -- overlooking the for. 
mal garden of Weber Memortal 
Court -- {s provided for rela- 
tives of patients in surgery. 

The administrative depart- 
ment, centered on the lobby, is 
‘‘wellearranged and generous” 
in size, the consultants’ panel 
Stated, 


Ancillary service areas, 
which are concentrated on the 
addition’s first floor, include a 
2,500 square foot physical ther- 
apy department, pharmacy, pae 
thology department, and a radi. 
ology department which the cone 
Sultants cited as being ‘‘well- 
arranged and compact.’’ The 
consultants also noted that a 
waiting area is ‘‘well-located 
to utilize the diagnostic facili- 
ties,’’ 

A feature of the radiology 
department is use of two closed. 
circuit TV monitors during 
fluoroscopy. One monitor ts 
used by the radiologist while 
the second, in his office, can 
be used by the referring physi- 
cian to study the examination. 

THE EMERGENCY DE&- 
PARTMENT ~- whose covered 
entranceway is provided with 
automatic electric doors ~~ is 
designed to accommodate a 
maximum of 10 stretchers, 
Seven emergency tables, each 
with wall-mounted oxygen and 
suction, are located in a large, 
open room. Adjacent to this 
area are a cast room and an 
enclosed isolation and special 
treatment area, 

Also located on the first floor 
are the surgical department 
containing seven operating 
rooms, six of whichcanaccome 
modate major procedures, and 
an adjacent 12 bed recovery 
room, Each bed in the recovery 
room is provided with a built- 
in console containing three 
types of suction, oxygen and 
compressed air outlets. 


SERVING THE SURGICAL 
department is a central work 
core which contains the cen- 
tral supply department and a 
central sterilizing department 
whose ‘‘good flow lines’’ were 
cited by the consultants. 

A selective vertical package 
lift connects central supply to 
work cores on the nursing 
floors, Clean and used sup. 
plies are transported on se- 
parate lifts. The core alsocon- 
tains stations for the hospital's 
pneumatic tube system which 
transports drugs, patients’ 
mail, and requisitions to vari- 
ous hospital departments, 

The second floor has a Te 
shaped layout with a 26 bed 
pediatric unit in the leg and 
a 55 bed medical-surgical unit 
in the top of the T. The 
third floor houses a duplicate 
medical-surgical unit. 

All nursing units utilize the 
double-corridor ‘‘racetrack” 
plan with double nursing sta- 
tions located in the floors’ cene 
tra] core, 

BY HAVING THE NURSING 
stations, service and pase 
senger elevators, serving kit- 
chens, and other facilities for 
providing patients with supe 
plies, medicines and services 
in a central core, the amount 
of traffic and noise in patient 
care areas is reduced. 

Although several are used 
as private facilities, all pae 
tient rooms except a four-bed 
ward in the pediatric unit are 
designed to hold two beds, and 
each room has a toilet. 'n the 
medical-surgica] sections each 
room also has a shower. 

All rooms have electrically 
operated beds, a direct com- 
munication system with the 
nursing station secretary, wall- 
mounted oxygen outlets, piped- 
in chilled water, and specially 
designed overbed tables which 
contain a control panel for the 
room light, wall-mounted TV 
set, and the nurse-patient com- 
munication system. 


“MODESTY DOORS,” used 
in the older sections of the 
hospital, were utilized on pa- 
tlent rooms in the addition. 
These partial doors, built 18 
inches from the floor and 12 
inches from the top of the 
doorway, provide privacy for 
the patient without giving him 
a closed-in feeling. Full-length 
bedroom doors, which are a 
State building requirement, are 
also provided. 

Careful attention has been 
paid to each room’s decor with 
colors and furnishings chosen 
to promote a cheerful atmos- 
phere for the patient. A focal 
point of each room’s decor is 
an original work of art, pro- 
vided through a program es- 
tablished by the late Dr. A. 
A, Alita, administrator of the 
hospital for 25 years.

IN THE PEDIATRIC unit, 
special features include a large 
playroom, sundeck and provi- 
sion of an extra bed in each 
room to allow one parent to 
remain overnight.

When the addition was being 
planned, master plan studies 
were prepared indicating how 
future growth would take place 
in an orderly fashion. As a 
result, the elevator and main 
Stair tower were extended to 
provide for future fourth and 
fifth floor nursing units and 
the first floor was designed to 
permit expansion of every sere 
vice department. 

SINCE THE DIETARY de- 
partment was to serve as many 


beds in the existing hospital 
as were being added in the new

ing more than 250,000 meals a 
year, the kitchen hasanassein- 
bly line served entirely by port- 
able equipment which changes 
for the type of meal to be served. 
Cooking is done insmall quanti- 
tles as the tray line is in opera- 
tion. 

Three meals a day are served 
in the new employe dining room 
with floor-to-ceiling windows 
providing a view of Weber Me- 
morial Court. Designed to serve 
180 persons, the dining room al- 
so provides 24 hour short-order 
service and is open to patients’ 
families. 

PATIENT MEALS are sent to 
the nursing units in unheated 
carts carrying eight trays each. 
Four tray girls meet each cart 
and distribute the meals. 

A $300,000 remodeling pro- 
ject, concentrated in the wes- 
tern half of the older building, 
was begun a week after the new 
addition was opened. . 

A 30 bed psychiatric unit, to 
be opened later this year, is be- 
ing located in an area formerly 
devoted to medical-surgical 
beds, and an auditorium which 
seats 300 persons was built in 
the former kitchen area. Ad- 
joining the auditorium will be a 
banquet set-up kitchen and new 
beauty and barber shops. 

The area which previously 
housed surgery is now used for 
an irradiation therapy center 
which includes a cobalt unit. A 
30 bed area for minimum care 
and an isolation section are be- 
ing developed. 





A LAUNDRY BUILDING als 
was remodeled to establish a 
distinct separation of areas and 
work flow for soiled and clean 
laundry. New equipment was 
added to help automate the laun- 
dry, which can process 5,500 
pounds of laundry per day. 

Two emergency generators, 
providing 400 k.w. of electric 
power, can serve patlentroums 


and nurseries, corridors, sure 
gery suite, exit signs, an ele- 
vator, and some 8 service 
areas. In the event of power 
failure, the elevators will auto- 
matically land at the nearest 


floor for unloading. 

A new system allows doctors 
to dictate reports fromm any tel- 
ephone inside or outside the 
building. 

The new facility created by 
the addition and the nearly com- 
plete remodeling project Is 
proving to be most satisfactory, 
according to Mr. Towers. ‘‘We 
have been particularly pleased 
with department to department 
relationships,’’ he said, ‘‘and 
are very happy to be gaining the 
use of additional rooms in the 
remodeled structure.” 

Patients also have been 
pleased with the enlarged hos- 
pital, reported Mr. Towers, 
“Even though they may not be 
aware of how color, functionand 
good taste have teen suce 
cessfully blered in the wuild- 
ing,” he said, ‘they neverthe- 
less sense the warm, relaxed 
atmosphere which this cree 
ates,”

Lemon Picking To Be Heavy Through June Report States x: 


The picking af lemons will 
continue heavy into June, the 
San Bernardino County Depart. 
ment of Agriculture forecast 
this week. 

In its crop condition report 
released late in April, the state- 
ment said that the harvest by 
domestic labor has shown im- 
provement over that of last sea- 
son and that the fruit drop to 
date has been light. 

Favorable weather will be 
necessary to prevent heavy 
droppage prior to the comple- 
tion of the heavy picking sea- 
son in June. 

The report continues,‘‘Fruit 
diversion to products is run- 
ning about 30 per cent due to 
small sizes.’’ 

Present estimates are for 375 
field boxes per acre. 

The report added that orange 
and grapefruit orchards are in 
full bloom which is considered 
heavy and that growers are 
hopeful for a good set of fruit 
for next season’s crop.
